Of course those is fraud 
and waste in these bureaus.

The que&tion is, is America 
still In its rebellious, up- 
roarious teens? Has it grown 
into thoughtful, sensible, but 
still hopeful maturity? Or Is 
it "over the hill"— is it past 
its prime, growing into, a 
bickering, comfort-loving old 
age, impatient with youth and 
the dreams of youth that up- 



set the routine of established 
forms? 
What is the life span of a 

nation?

However much the nation 
may have grown and chang- 
ed, we still watch for the 
groundhog (while scoffing at 
his ability to foretell tho 
weather, and secretly hoping 
he wou*t cast a shadow, just 
in case there's something to 
it). Some enterprising pho- 
tographer will manage lo get 
a picture of some animal in 
some zoo, and tell us what 
he predicts. No matter what 
he says, February only has 
211 days so it can't be quite 
as bad as January. 

Besides. February has Val- 
entine's Day in it, and no 
matter how sophisticated and 
cynical we get, love and 
Valentine's Day will go right 
on stirring the. hearts of 
young and old. Kids love 
the bright, frilly cards, and 
don't care in the least wheth- 
er they're sent by girl friend.?, 
boy friends, aunts or uncles. 
so long as they get some. As 
they gel older, they suffer 
agonies deciding whether 
they dare send one to their 
secret lieurt-lhrob (and re- 
gret their decision either 
way), and decide life Isn't 
worth living when the day 
passes and the right card 
doesn't come. Then they get 
a little older than that, and 
know very well they aren't 
going to indulge in such fool- 
ishness, but wish rather wist- 



argument. The existence of 
false claims, corrupt adminis- 
tration, foolish decisions or 
inept planning — none -of 
these go to the heart of a 
solution. i 

Certainly we should try to 
eliminate wastes and frauds 
and "squeeze the fat" out of 
the budget. This is routine 
political bunkum which every 
candidate promises and most 
officials try to obey. 
■ At the other extreme of 
course, we do not want any- 
one to starve. The spenders 
should meet us half-way and 
agree that a re-examination 
of these expenditures is not a 
hateful cruelty if we in turn 
concede that this is not a 
magic remedy. 

One part of the Aid to De- 
pendent Children schedule 
which bothers me arose dur- 
ing the testimony of the ad- 
ministrators at tiie last spe- 
cial session of the legislature. 
A witness testified that some 
families receive $400. $450, 
$500 and even $520 per 
month. These amounts vary 
some with the medical and 
housing needs, but in general 
are carefully set and adjusted 
to fit the size of the family. 
These large amounts go to 
families where there arc 
many children. 

Here is my question— sup- 
pose that this family is kept 
together, suppose there is no 
fraud, no waste, no illegiti- 
mate, child, no immorality — 
none of the obvious wastes or 
extravagances. But suppose 
that the breadwinner is un- 
able to find a job which pays 
him $450 or $520 a month? 
Is our society telling this fam- 
ily that we would rather sup- 
port the father and family in 
idleness than have him ac- 
cept the partial income- for 
his service's? \ 

• J Here is a largo frnily whose 
b r e a dw i n n e r works. He 
brings home $300. Next door 
is the family whose bread- 
winner receives $450 or $520 
from ADC. What is wrong? 
.Are we rewarding the lazy or 
Incompetent man at the ex- 
pense of the industrious one? 
Should we scale the payments 
downward as the size of the 
family increases to match' 
the lowest standard of living 
observable in the working 
neighbors?. 

Until we can face these 
questions squarely and decide 
Just what we arc doing, the 
Public Assistance programs 
are going to continue to be a 
matter of patchwork and 
stopgap solutions.

BABY'S SKIN PROBLEMS

thinner, it has loss kora tin, a 
protein I stibatancp \v.b i'd^i, 
forms the base of tho'sktiif'' 
and less pigment, the skin's' 
coloring matter. Willi both 
of these substances in short* 
supply, the ability or baby's 
skin to protect itself against 
sunlight, friction and chang- 
es in temperature is not as 
great as that of adults. 

What is more, many of the 
sebaceous (oil) glands found 
in the skin of adults arc not 
fully developed in the baby's 
skin. The baby's skin, for 
example, has underdeveloped 
sebaceous glands in I lie dia- 
per area; that is, in tiie groin 
and the anal regions. Thus, 
the protective oils secreted by 
the sebaceous glands arc not 
present in the natural folds of 
skin in this area making these 
folds vulnerable to infection 
and disease.' 

Perhaps the most import- 
ant clement in the proper 
care of a baby's skin is the 
changing of the diaper as 
soon as it is wet or soiled. 
For three of the principal 
causes of diaper rush are 
contained in a wet diaper. 

It is the natural decompo- 
sition of the urine in the dia- 
per by certain bacteria that 
results in the formation of 
ammonia, powerful skin irri- 
tant. The wet diaper also 
seems to emphasize the pres- 
ence of any traces of irritat- 
ing soap and detergent which 
have not been completely 
rinsed away after washing. It 
also seems to be a suitable en- 
vironment for a skin-irritat- 
ing bacteria that have sur- 
vived the diaper's washing, 
because washing is not ster- 
ilizing. 

Most doctors as well as the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion arc agreed that Hie pro- 
cessing of diapers by n pro- 
fessional diaper service is far 
more effective In restraining 
the growth of ammonia-form- 
ing bacteria and in removing 
irritating soaps and deter- 
gents than any home launder- 
ing. 

Changing the diaper as 
soon as it becomes wet also 
prevents tho softening of the 
baby's skin. Softened skin 
will often permit the entry of 
bacteria and the development 
of skin rashes.
